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This  Institution  was  established  by  the  Congregation  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  Jews,  in  the  year  5507-  1747,  as 
an  Hospital  for  their  sick  Poor,  and  for  affording  advice 
and  medicines  to  out-patients,  also  for  the  reception  of 
lying-in  women,  and  for  granting  an  Asylum  to  the  Aged.

AID    SOCIETIES. 

Aid  Societies.  80.  The  General  (1onrt  may  promote  or  authorise  the 
promotion  of  subsidiary  Aid  Societies  with  the  view 
of  assisting  the  general  or  special  purposes  of  the 
Institution.  Any  such  Society  shall  have  the  right  to 
designate  some  person  to  be  a  Life  Governor  of  the 
Institution  in  respect  of  every  sum  of  £10  10s.  Od. 
contributed  by  it  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution  in 
any  one  calendar  year,  whether  the  same  shall  have  been 
contributed  in  one  or  more  instalments.  A  minimum  sum 
of  £30  so  contributed  by  any  such  Aid  Society  shall 
entitle  its  chairman,  or  such  other  person  as  it  may 
have  designated  in  his  room,  to  be  an  cx-oflicio  member  of 
the  Committee  for  the  calendar  year  next  following,  and  to 
replace  such  chairman  or  representative  by  any  other 
representative  at  any  time  during  his  year  of  office  ;  and 
for  every  sum  of  £50  so  contributed  such  Aid  Society 
shall,  in  the  calendar  year  next  following,  be  entitled  to 
recommend  to  the  Committee  an  applicant  for  admission 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  laws.
